years. 
An accepted basis 
of es­ 
timating the 
population of

from these figures is to m ultiply the 
school enumeration 
by five. 
This 
would give Seymour a population of 
8,900. 
W hile the ^numerators were tak-1 
ing the school census they also tab- j 
ulated the number of vacant h o u s e s ' 
in the eitv and their report would j 
bear out the claim that the city’s 
population is approaching the 9,000 
mark. 
The enumerators found b u t' 
twenty-five 
unoccupied houses 
in | 
the city. 
The m ajority 
of the>e j 
were houses which were not in a 
good state of repair or which are j 
not fit t ° r the accomodation of small j 
families. 
During the 
la s t year many new ■ 
houses have been erected in all parts i 
of the city, but despite the larger j 
number available there i- a shortage! 
of suitable small rental 
properties 
and a number of families who have 
moved to the eitv within the last 
few months 
have been 
unable to 
find houses. 
During the same period 
a number of new families have mov­ 
ed to the city while very few have 
moved from the city. 
These facts 
support the claim of a population of 
9,000 people in Seymour. 
That the demand for small cot­ 
tage-. is greater this year than la d 
is also shown by the report of the 
-chool enumerators in 191b. 
When 
tht‘ canvass was completed just one 
year ago. it was found that titty- 
one houses were vacant. 
During the 
>ear about h alf of tlic-c have been 
occupied although many new hom es 
have been erected.

Hedges Need Pruning. 
Prepared by the P. S. department 
of agriculture. 
H 
E D G E S need to be closely 
pru ned. 
This is probably 
best done twice a y e a r —in the 
winter or spring ami again a fte r 
flowering time, pru ning sev erely 
for ou tline a nd compactness. 
Most so called rose hedges are 
rows of c u t flower roses, u su ally 
pru ned for m ass of bloom, with 
little of the appearance of a 
hedge ex cept a t the height of 
bloom. 
W here only a few week s' ap­ 
pearance of barriers is all th a t is 
needed hy brid perpetu al and hy ­ 
brid tea roses may be u sed as 
well as other 
species for 
this 
pu rpose. 
The hedge shou ld be planted in 
a trench three feet wide and two 
feet deep, tilled with soil pr e pa r ­ 
ed as for a bed of c u t flower 
roses. 
The u se of low growing or tra il­ 
ing roses as cov ers for certain 
plots of grou nd abou t homes or 
in park s often adds greatly to the 
attractiv eness 
of 
su ch 
places. 
Rom lucida can be u sed to a d ­ 
v antage for cov ering poor bank s 
with foliage to a depth of tw o to 
three feet. 
Rosa nitida may be 
u sed in the same way for a low­ 
er cov er. 
This v ariety grows to 
a height of only eighteen inches. 
The w iehu raiana. already m e n­ 
tioned as :i (‘limbing rose, is a 
trailing 
rose when giv en an op­ 
portu nity and mak es a beau tifu l 
almost ev ergreen grou nd cov er 
with small, glossy dark 
green 
leav es. 
It is v ery u sefu l for bank s, 
the sides of steps or for hanging 
ov er 
roek 
cliffs 
or 
retaining 
walls. W hen permitted to trail it 
mats closely and roots at ev ery 
joint. 
Some training, bu t little 
pru ning, is needed when it is u se d 
in this way . 
A tree rose is a bu sh rose g r a f t­ 
ed three or more feet abov e the 
grou nd on a long, straight stalk 
of 
a 
trier, 
ru gosa, 
or 
other 
strong stemmed rose. These bu sh ­ 
es are not v ery satisfactory in 
the United States, becau se the 
stock s now av ailable do not seem 
able to stand the hot su n and hot 
dry ing winds of the climate of 
most of this cou ntry . 
In western 
Oregon and western Washington 
they su cceed. 
Their appropriate 
u se is only in connection with 
a formal design, either in special 
gardens or ne a r bu ildings.
